While making this declara­ 
tion last night on the NBC-TV 
interview' program “Meet the 
Press,” Rusk emphasized try­ 
ing to find a peaceful solution 
to the Berlin crisis. 
“We do expect,” he said, 
“that 
negotiations 
will

place on this matter. Just when 
and where will be determined 
by consultation among govern­ 
ments, including the govern­ 
ment of the Soviet Union.

He said he did not yet know 
how, when or where such nego­ 
tiations would be conducted.

The Berlin border crisis goes 
into its second week today, and 
the West might as well face up 
to this unpleasant fact: 
The Communists have won 
the first round. 
Soviet 
P r e m i e r 
Nikita 
Khrushchev has been eager for 
a long time to do these things: 
1— Stop the flow of East 
Germans who have been flee­ 
ing to the west. This has been 
done. The crisis became especi­ 
ally acute when the cream of 
East Germans began fleeing— 
doctors, lawyers, skilled engin­ 
eers. 
2—Make it impossible for 
East Germans to go into West 
Berlin and compare living con­ 
ditions there with their own 
sub-standard economy. This has 
been done. 
3— Establish 
the 
principle 
that East Germany is a sep­ 
arate and sovereign nation and 
that East Berlin is an integral 
part of it. This has been done. 
While Khrushchev has been 
acting, the West has been re­ 
acting to his moves. The reac­ 
tion has been defensive in na­ 
ture. Last week Mayor Willy 
Brandt of West Berlin w rote an 
urgent letter to President John 
Y. Kennedy. It is known today 
that it was a desperate call for 
help. 
The low point for West Ber­ 
lin apparently was last Thurs­ 
day evening. There was genu­ 
ine fear that the morale of the 
city was collapsing and some 
officials even were predicting 
there would be a mass flight of 
West Berliners out of the crisis 
city into the safety of West 
Germany, 
110 miles to the 
West. 
Kennedy reacted promptly. 
It was announced that Vice 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
would fly to Berlin and that 
the American garrison there 
would be reinforced by 1,500 
troops. 


Both moves were in the nick 
of time. Johnson the breezy 
Texas campaigning technique 
that he has developed into a 
political art, was a smash hit 
as he motored around West 
Berlin, making speeches and 


handing 
out 
souvenier 
ball 
point pens. 
The American troops who 
paraded down West Berlin’s 
main street yesterday brought 
the Allied garrison there up to 
about 10,000 men. The Com­ 
munists, with 400,000 men in 
and near Berlin, could overrun 
them in a matter of hours if 
they should suddenly attack 
some dawn. But the mission of 
the 1,500 Americans was more 
political than military. They 
restored the faith of the West 
Berliners in America’s inten­ 
tion to stand firm. 
So the extent of the western 
alliance's success is that two 
firm gestures have been made 
without starting World War III. 
The 
crucial 
question 
is 
whether they should have been 
firmer and insisted that travel 
between East and West Berlin 
be allowed to flow. There is no 
point in second-guessing Ken­ 
nedy on this one, because the 
risk of an armed clash would 
have been enormous and prob­ 
ably prohibitive. But there still 
is some feeling in West Berlin 
that the Allies should not have 
lost it bv default.

Ranch Lands Compromise 
Makes Pt. Reyes Park Plan 


The compromise proposal for estab­ 
lishment of the Point Reyes National 
Seashore makes sense. 
It sets up a 
recreational area large enough for the 
next generation or two. 
At the same 
time it protects the ranchers on their 
ranches so long as they want to continue 
dairy or beef activities. 
It won t, of course, appeal to those 
who oppose establishment of any park 
area on the peninsula. 
But the com­ 
promise has won its first test in the 
U. S. Senate and seems slated to race 
to Senate approval even before ad­ 
journment. 
The compromise assures public use 
of the beautiful, timbered hills of the 
south part of the peninsula, as well as 
the clean, long beaches which 
en­ 
circle it. 
This was the weakness of the stand 
of the Marin County Board of Super­ 
visors in recommending a 20.000 acre 
park. 
It ignored the beaches which 
will, we are sure, become one of the 
greatest attractions of the seashore 
area. We hope that with this new pro­ 
posal. the supervisors will see fit to 
reconsider their resolution and get 
behind the new proposal. 
The advantage to the county, and so 
to 
the supervisors, 
seems obvious. 
Under the new plan half of the 53,000 
acres would be left on the county tax 


rolls, while the other half would be 
attracting tourists, vacationers and the 
taxable and economic benefits which 
follow them. 
At the same time the ranching in­ 
dustry on the peninsula is being pro­ 
tected. one of the goals the supervisors 
sought in their previous stand. 
We’d like to have everyone go out 
and take a look for him or herself. If you 
don’t want to bother the ranchers by 
asking permission to cross their lands 
to the beaches, drive to the county park 
at Drakes Beach. 
You can see the 
entire sweep of Drake's Bay from 
there. 
Then drive to the Point Reyes 
lighthouse, from where you can see the 
sweep of the western beaches. Finally, 
visit Tomales State Park and see for 
yourself the possibilities of the pro­ 
tected Tomales Bay beaches. 
We were out on the ocean beaches 
recently on a day-long beach picnic. It 
was beautiful; warm until the sun went 
down, then crisp and snappy. 
The 
waves were rolling high, although the 
ocean itself was calm. 


We couldn't help but wish that a 
reasonable c o m p r o m i s e could be 
reached so that those hills and beaches 
could be made available to all the 
people. 
Now the compromise is here.

By Congressional Quarterly 
WASHINGTON — The high 
command of the Republican 
Party has formulated a 1962 
battle plan which may prove 
to be the most extensive ef­ 
fort yet undertaken by a party 
in an off-year election. 


Convinced that the 1964 
GOP presidential nomination 
will have little value unless 
the party makes significant 
gains in 1962, the party’s na­ 
tional leaders have selected a 
group of about 100 marginal 
congressional districts— most 
of them currently held by 
Democrats— in which the Re­ 
publicans feel they have a 
real chance to win. 


Republican National Chair­ 
man William E. Miller and 
other party officials sav the 
lion’s share of the Republican 


organisational effort and fi­ 
nances will be channeled in­ 
to these key target districts. 
Miller said he was convinced 
that the future of the Republi­ 
can Party as a force in na­ 
tional life depends on its suc­ 
cess in the 1962 House races.

until election 
day next year. Miller explain­ 
ed. weekly meetings will he 
held in Washington among 
the heads and key staff mem­ 
bers of the national-level Re­

tees Each of the key congres­

agreement with the West on 
travel between East Berlin 
and West Berlin while pro­ 
posing that, if we will agree 
to some new agreement, he 
w'on’t violate that? 


M ILITARY — When 
he 
comes to reaching across East­ 
ern Europe to West Berlin, 
the Soviet Union has a very 
serious problem of “ logistics.” 
It is not that Berlin is so far 
from Moscow, but the road 
from Moscow' to Berlin runs 
through the most sensitive 
and uncertain Soviet-bloc ter­ 
ritory. 


In Eastern Europe today— 
in Poland and Hungary and 
East Germany, particularly— 
the Soviets have to w’alk on 
thin eggs. In any military op­ 
erations it might wish to un­ 
dertake through this sensi­ 
tive belt, the Kremlin could 
not count on the friendliness 
of the people of any of these 
countries and it could not re­ 
ly on the military forces un­ 
der the command of obedient 
puppet governments. 


POLITICAL — In October. 
Khrushchev must preside over 
the 22nd Congress of the So­ 
viet Communist Party. Is it 
a source of strength to Mr. K 
to have to admit that the only 
way Communism can rule in 
East Germany is to put barb­ 
ed wire and gun emplace­ 
ments across a whole national 
frontier? 


And to lie about it by pre­ 
tending that he is doing this 
to keep out West Berlin spies?

U.S. Ties Block Pact 


TOKYO fllPI) — Anastas Miko­ 
yan, first deputy premier of 
the Soviet Union, said today 
that Japan’s ties with the Unit­ 
ed States were blocking a Sov- 
iet-Japanese treaty. 
Resuming his attacks on the 
U. S.-Japanese security treaty 
which got him in hot water 
with 
Japanese 
leaders 
last 
week, Mikoyan said the pact 
was a ‘ dangerous treaty.” 
He told Socialist Party lead­ 
ers, who oppose the pact, there 
is no need for such an arrange­ 
m e n t because the Soviet Union 
and Communist China “have no 
intention 
of 
invading” 
any 
country. 
Mikoyan conferred with the 
Socialists after returning from 
Kyoto where he told a news 
conference last night that the 
German question “must not be 
solved by force.” He said “it 


would be insane” for the West 
to answer with war the Soviet 
threats to conclude a peace 
treaty with Communist East 
Germany. 
The Soviet leader called the 
news conference suddenly at a 
time when Vice President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson was visiting 
Berlin and American troops re­ 
inforcements were dispatched 
to the divided city. 
In his talks with the Social­ 
ists, Mikoyan said the Soviet 
Union favors establishment of 
a nuclear-free zone in Asia and 
the “idea” of non-aggression 
arrangements 
among 
Japan, 
Russia. Red China and the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He said the return of Soviet- 
occupied former Japanese ter^ 
ritory “has been complicated” 
by the revision of the Japan- 
U. S. security pact.

The P.erlin border crisis goes 
into its second week today, and 
the West might as well face up 
to this unpleasant fact: 
The Communists have won 
the first round. 
Soviet 
P r e m i e r 
Nikita 
Khrushchev has been eager for 
a long time to do these things: 
1— stop the flow of East 
Germans who have been flee­ 
ing to the west. This has been 
done. The crisis became especi­ 
ally acute when the cream of 
East Germans began fleeing— 
doctors, lawyers, skilled engin­ 
eers. 
2— Make it impossible for 
East Germans to go into West 
Berlin and compare living con­ 
ditions there with their own 
sub-standard economy. This has 
been done. 
3— Establish 
the 
principle 
that East Germany is a sep­ 
arate and sovereign nation and 
that East Berlin is an integral 
part of it. This has been done. 
While Khrushchev has been 
acting, the West has been re­ 
acting to his moves. The reac­ 
tion has been defensive in na- j 
ture. Last week Mayor Willy j 
Brandt of West Berlin w rote an j 
urgent letter to President John 
F. Kennedy. It is known today 
that it was a desperate call for 
help. 
The low point for West Ber­ 
lin apparently was last Thurs­ 
day evening. There was genu­ 
ine fear that the morale of the 
city was collapsing and some 
officials even were predicting 
there would be a mass flight of 
West Berliners out of the crisis 
city into the safety of West 
Germany, 
110 miles to the 
West. 
Kennedy reacted promptly. 
It was announced that Vice 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
would fly to Berlin and that 
the American garrison there 
would be reinforced by 1,500 
troops. 


Both moves were in the nick 
of time. Johnson the breezy 
Texas campaigning technique 
that he has developed into a 
political art, was a smash hit 
as he motored around West 
Berlin, making speeches and 


handing 
out 
souvenicr 
ball 
point pens. 
The American troops who 
paraded down West Berlin’s 
main street yesterday brought 
the Allied garrison there up to 
about 10.000 men. The Com­ 
munists, with 400,000 men in 
and near Berlin, could overrun 
them in a matter of hours if 
they should suddenly attack 
some dawn. But the mission of 
the 1.500 Americans was more 
political than military. They 
restored the faith of the West 
Berliners in America’s inten­ 
tion to stand firm. 
So the extent of the western 
alliance’s success is that two 
firm gestures have been made 
without starting World War III. 
The 
crucial 
question 
Is 
whether they should have been 
firmer and insisted that travel 
between East and West Berlin 
be allowed to flow. There is no 
point in second-guessing Ken­ 
nedy on this one. because the 
risk of an armed clash would 
have been enormous and prob­ 
ably prohibitive. But there still 
is some feeling in West Berlin 
that the Allies should not have 
lost it bv default.

TODAY'S EDIT ORIAL 
Ranch Lands Compromise 
Makes Pt. Reyes Park Plan 


The compromise proposal for estab­ 
lishment of the Point Reyes National 
Seashore makes sense. 
It sets up a 
recreational area large enough for the 
next generation or two. 
At the same 
time it protects the ranchers on their 
ranches so long as they want to continue 
dairy or beef activities. 
It won t, of course, appeal to those 
who oppose establishment of any park 
area on the peninsula. 
Rut the com­ 
promise has won its first test in the 
U. S. Senate and seems slated to race 
to Senate approval even before ad­ 
journment. 
The compromise assures public use 
of the beautiful, timbered hills of the 
south part of the peninsula, as well as 
the clean, 
long beaches which 
en­ 
circle it. 
This was the weakness of the stand 
of the Marin County Hoard of Super­ 
visors in recommending a 20.000 acre 
park. 
It ignored the beaches which 
will, we are sure, become one of the 
greatest attractions of the seashore 
area. We hope that with this new pro­ 
posal. the supervisors will see fit to 
reconsider their resolution and get 
behind the new proposal. 
The advantage to the county, and so 
to 
the supervisors, 
seems obvious. 
Under the new plan half of the 53,000 
acres would be left on the county tax 


rolls, while the other half would be 
attracting tourists, vacationers and the 
taxable and economic benefits which 
follow them. 
At the same time the ranching in­ 
dustry on the peninsula is being pro­ 
tected. one of the goals the supervisors 
sought in their previous stand. 
We’d like to have everyone go out 
and take a look for him or herself. If you 
don’t want to bother the ranchers by 
asking permission to cross their lands 
to the beaches, drive to the county park 
at Drakes Reach. 
You can see the 
entire sweep of Drakes Rav from 
there. 
Then drive to the Point Reyes 
lighthouse, from where you can see the 
sweep of the western beaches, finally, 
visit Tomales State Park and see for 
yourself the possibilities of the pro­ 
tected Tomales Ray beaches.

Khrushchev's Hand Not All Strength, 


He Has Some Important Weaknesses

WASHINGTON— Let us not 
make the mistake of assum­ 
ing that all the trump cards 
or even all the high cards are 
in Nikita Khrushchev’s hand 
over Berlin. 


There 
are 
some 
serious 
weaknesses in the political 
and military hand which Mr. 
K has been able to deal him­ 
self. It is well to bear them in 
mind when we listen to the 
threats 
and 
boasts 
which 
come from the Kremlin with 
interspersed suggestions that 
all can bp settled if the West 
w’ill be “ reasonable.” 


To keep things in perspec­ 
tive. it is well to look at some 
of the weaknesses in Mr. K ’s 
hand. He is not by anv means 
leading from strength at all 
points. 
In 
sum 
his weak­ 
nesses may match— or exceed 
—our own. 


DIPLOMATIC — By what 
stretch of ironv and credibil­ 
ity does thp Soviet premier 
think he can persuade the

Is it a source of strength to 
have produced such a plight 
in East Germany that Khrush­ 
chev has to voilate the old 


agreement with the West on 
travel between East Berlin 
and West Berlin while pro­ 
posing that, if we will agree 
to some new agreement, he 
w’on’t violate that? 


M ILITARY — When 
he 
comes to reaching across East­ 
ern Europe to West Berlin, 
the Soviet Union has a very 
serious problem of “ logistics.” 
It is not that Berlin is so far 
from Moscow, but the road 
from Moscow to Berlin runs 
through the most sensitive 
and uncertain Soviet-bloc ter­ 
ritory. 


In Eastern Europe today— 
in Poland and Hungary and 
East Germany, particularly— 
the Soviets have to walk on 
thin eggs. In any military op­ 
erations it might wish to un­ 
dertake through this sensi­ 
tive belt, the Kremlin could 
not count on the friendliness 
of the people of any of these 
countries and it could not re­ 
ly on the military forces un­ 
der the command of obedient 
puppet governments. 


POLITICAL — In October. 
Khrushchev must preside over 
the 22nd Congress of the So­ 
viet Communist Party. Is it 
a source of strength to Mr. K 
to have to admit that the only 
w’ay Communism can rule in 
East Germany is to put barb­ 
ed wire and gun emplace­ 
ments across a whole national 
frontier? 


And to lie about it by pre­ 
tending that he is doing this 
to keep out West Berlin spies? 


Is it a source of strength 
for Mr. K to have to go be­ 
fore the party Congress as 
one who has thrust his nation 
to the brink of war?

week, Mikoyan said the pact 
was a ‘ dangerous treaty.” 
He told Socialist Party lead­ 
ers, who oppose the pact, there 
is no need for such an arrange­

country. 
Mikoyan conferred with the 
Socialists after returning from 
Kyoto where he told a news 
conference last night that the 
German question “must not be 
solved by force.”

The Soviet leader called the 
news conference suddenly at a 
time when Vice President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson was visiting 
Berlin and American troops re­ 
inforcements were dispatched 
to the divided city. 
In his talks with the Social­ 
ists, Mikoyan said the Soviet 
Union favors establishment of 
a nuclear-free zone in Asia and

He said the return of Soviet-

If your fabric is extra heavy, 
it eliminates the thickness from 
the seams, or if it is very sheer 
fabric, it eliminates the unat­ 
tractive seams in front. 
To cut the facing all in one 
with the front bodice, pin the 
seamline of the bodice front 
(a), over the seamline of the 
facing (b). The fold line where 
the facing will turn back is 
where these two seams cross 
each other. 
When cutting your interfac- 


ing, cut it from the fold-line 
out to the edge of the facing. 
This will be catch-stitched into 
place by hand at the fold-line. 


If your fabric stretches eas­ 
ily, it is always better to have 
a separate facing because the 
machine stitching will keep the 
cut edges from stretching. 


Sewing glossary: gusset: A 
piece of fabric cut in various 
shapes, and inserted in under­ 
arm area. This gives greater 
freedom in garments without 
set in sleeves.
